Continuation of Substance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Independent claims proposed amendment to described color colding 
representing 2 shaft properties. Examiner agrees that visibility of Dickson is lacking, and dual properties of shaft reads 
over Dickson. Examiner<oreed to call applicant if research found new art or new consideration of old art seems to read 
on amended claims. Fastener and connector system similarly appears amended claim reads over applied art. 
Examiner noted that systems could include kit and kits are considered patenable. .

Pending Claim 14 

(Currently Amended) A fastener and connector system, 
comprising: 



a connector which is required by regulation to be used with 
fasteners having specified physical properties; 

a colored indicia on the connector, the colored indicia on the 
connector having been pre-selected to indicate the fasteners 
which regulation permits may be used with the connector; 

a fastener having the specified physical properties; and 

a colored indicia on the fastener, the colored indicia on the 
fastener having been pre-selected to define the specified 
physical properties. 

Proposed Amendment 

A fastener and connector system, comprising: 

the fastener with a shaft having a first end and second end : 

an exposed portion attached to the first end of the shaft: and 

an identifying color on the exposed portion, the identifying 
color pre-selected to correspond to two specified phvsical 
properties of the shaft of the fastener, the identifying color on 
the exposed portion being capable of being recognized by a 
person of normal vision from a distance of at least 10 feet when 
the shaft has been inserted into a surface: 

a connector which [is required by regulation] has been pre- 
selected to be used with the fastener [fasteners] having the two 
specified shaft physical properties;

a colored indicia on the connector matching the identifying 
color on the exposed portion of the fastener. [, the colored 
indicia on the connector having been pre-selected to indicate 
the fasteners which regulation permits may be used with the 
connector; 

a fastener having the specified physical properties; and 

a colored indicia on the fastener, the colored indicia on the 
fastener having been pre-selected to define the specified 
physical properties.]
